‘Trouble Ahead for the Economic Gas 
Company. 


IT MUST REPAIR UP-TORKN STREETS 


Ald. Madden’s order directing the Corpora- 
tion Counsel to draft an ordinance pro- 
viding for the reorganization of the Water De- 
partment was unanimously passed by the 

Council at its meeting last evening. This in- 
@icates the willingness of the Alder- 
men to place the department 
on a business basis and to correct 
the evils that arise under the present 
system. Ald. Madden occupied the cHair, 
and the ordinance providing for a system of 
milk inspection was also passed. 

Following are the preamble and order relat- 
me to the Water Department: 

WrereEas, It is manifest that under the present 
system of operating the Water Office the best re- 
gults cannot be obtained. no matter how efficient 
may be the man in charge; and 

Wurm As, It should be the policy, as it is the 
duty, of the Council to provide every safeguard 
for the proper and economical conduct of the af- 
fairs of the city; and 

Waereas, It has been the custom of all admin- 
istrations to employ a large number of unneces- 
gary men in the Water Office; therefore, be it 

Ordered, That the Corporation Counsel be and 
is hereby directed to draft an ordinance provi Jing 
for the reorganization of the Water Department 
under a responsible head, nominated by the 
Mayor and confirmed by the Council, and part of 
whose duty it shall be to make monthly reports 
of receipts afid expenditures and of the cost and 

of improvements under his superintend- 
ence to this Council; also providing that the de- 
partment shall be annually appropriated for the 
same as other departments of the municipal gov- 
ernment: and further providing that all rules of 
said department as to rates, periods of collec- 
tion, and rebates shall be reported to this body 
for approval or disapproval. 

‘An order was also passed having in view 
the correction of another evil. It was intro- 
duced by Ald. Madden and was as follows: 

Ordered, That the Gas Inspector be directed to 
report to this Council at its next meeting why 
the gas lamps along the South Side boulevards, 
which are nightly illuminated by electricity, 
have been lighted during the last month and 
whether the city is bound to pay forsuch gas 


lighting. 
Ordered further, That the Controller be direct- 


ed to withhold payment of the bills of the gas 
companies for such boulevard lighting until the 
samé is thoroughly investigated by him and a 
report of the result of such. investigation is pre- 
sented to this Council and acted on. 
Provisions of the Milk Ordinance. 

Ald. Tripp called up the milk ordinance and 
it was considered section by section. The or- 
dinance as passed creates a department of the 
city government to be known as the Milk Di- 
vision, and establish2s the office of Deputy 
Commissioner of Health and such inspectors 
and employés as the Council may designate. 
The Deputy Commissioner is to be appointed 
by the Mayor and confirmed by the 
Council. He must be a person skilled 
in the science of analytical chemistry and be 
a practical chemist. His yearly salary is 


nine inspectors, to be appointed by the Deputy 
Commissioner, each receiving a salary of 
$1,000 a year.. No inspector shall serve in one 
district for a longer period than four consecu- 
tive weeks at-one time. Inspectors may enter 
all places where milk is stored or kept for 
sale and all vehicles used for the conveyance 
of milk, may take samples 
for analysis by the department. 
A fine of not less than $25 and more than $100 
for each offense is provided for the delivery 
or sale of adulterated milk or milk from dis- 
eased cows or cows kept in unhealthful places 
or fed on impure or unwholesome food. It is 
also a violation to skim the cream from the 
milk, unless it is sold as skimmed milk. The 
provisions of the measure have been printed 


Ald. Sexton secured an amendment to the 
first section by having the words Commis- 
sioner of Health” stricken out. This takes 
the new department practicaily away from 
the Health Department and leaves the Deputy 
Commissioner of Health in charge of the new 
bureau. Ald. Kent was opposed to the power 
given to the Deputy Commissioner in that he 
was permitted to call without reserve 


He offered a substitute for the amendment 
that created some opposition. It removed the 
authority of the Deputy Commissioner to call 
upon the police, but Ald. Sexton offered a 
substitute to the amendment providing that 
the police could only be called upon tempo- 
rarily when such officers are needed. This 
prevailed.

Chicago is officially connected with this National 
Exposition, and has a financial interest in the 
same amoun ,000,000, and 
whereas the unofficial opinions of entire com- 
munity do not represent such community in any 
official sense, I would urge upon the City Council 
of Chicago the passing of a resolution setting 
forth that the official sense of this Commonwealth 
is that justice to the wageworkers of both sexes, 
and to the Fair itself, requires that the act of 
Congress closing the gates of the Exposition on 
Sundays be repealed and that the gates of the Ex- 
position be open on Sunday in the manner in- 
dicated in the petition now being circulated 
through this country and which is as follows: 

Said Exposition should be sg conducted, man- 
aged, and controlled as will best promote the so- 
cial. * and educational interests of all the 
peo 


p 

“Within said Exposition there will be repre- 
sentations of all that is good and useful. beauti- 
ful and artistic, and that the same will be object 
lessons in science, art, history, and religion, such 
as the world has never before seen. 

“ While the period of the Exposition is limited 
by law, the people should not be prohibited from 
visiting the same on Sundays or any other days 
during the life of said Exposition. 

It is the duty of all men to properly observe the 
Sabbath, but we do not believe that the regula- 
tion of such observance by statutory law is within 
the letter or spirit of either State or Federai Con- 
stitution. 

Restrictions That Are Necessary. 

It is our judgment that the Exposition should 
be open Sundays under such reasonable rules and 
regulations as will prohibit the use of machinery 
and restrict manual labor. and at the same time 
give opportunity for the study of the highest 
standard of artistic and mechanical science; that 
the Art Gallery and all buildings in which exhib- 
its of mechanical arts are installed should be 
thrown open to the public on each and every day 
during the entire Exposition. 

Wo believe that the study on Sunday of such 
exhibits of science and art and of the skill and 
genius of the artisan will not only be of inesti- 
mable educational advantage, but that - the 
thoughts of the visitors will be lifted above these 
creative agencies to the Great Creator of all 
things useful and beautiful. 

On each Sunday afternoon there should be 
held within the Exposition grounds religious 
services, so arranged that each of ofr Christian 
organizations will have a Sunday set apart for its 
particular service. under the control and direc- 
tion of the most prominent clergymen, with songs 
of praise and anthems in the best form of sacred 
music, : 

“ The closing of the Exposition Sundays will de- 
prive more than 3,000,000 people of these ad- 
vantages. 

"We further believe that the citizens of the 
several States should have the privilege of visit- 
ing Sunday the temporary buildings or homes 
within the Exposition grounds, erected by their 
respective States, for free exchange of thought 
and social amenities. 

And. finally, we believe that if this whole mat- 
ter shall be left. as originally provided by the act 
of Congress, to the judgment and discretion of the 
appointed agencies of the government, the Na- 
tional Commissioners and the Board of Directors, 
the moral and educational interests of all the peo- 
ple will be best subserved.”’ 

Should Visit Congress. : 

I would suggest that a committee of your hon- 
orable body, consisting of not less than five mem- 
bers, be appointed to formulate and present for 
your approval a set of resolutions requesting the 
Congress of the United States to repeal the Sun- 
day closing clause, that said resolutions be adopt- 


ting to the sum of 


ed and approved by pour honorabie 
body, signed by the Mayor of the 
city. and attested by the City Clerk 
with the seal of corporation, and ap- 


proved by other ehartered officers of the munici- 
pality. The question being of much importance 
to this community and the country at large it 
calls for a committee of not less than fifteen, 
members of the City Council and charter officials 
from this city, to proceed with the resolutions in 
question to the City of Washington and there of- 
ticially present the same in the name of the City of 
Chicago to the Congress of the United States and 
ask that the request made by this municipality 
through its elected officials be given an early 
hearing and the legislation desired. Respect- 
fully submitted, HEMPSTEAD WASHBURNE. 

Ald, Hepburn moved to file the message and 
to appoint a commiteee of nine. - The motion 
prevailed. 

The Mayor sent in another message, calling 
attention to the cyclone sufferers at Redbud, 
III., and asking the appointment of a com- 
mittee. The message was concurred in, and 
Ald. KR odward, O’Neil, Muelhoefer, Mills, 
and tert were appointed as the commit- 
tee. 

A lette: from Simon Swift was read asking 
why the reported surplus in the Board of 
Heaith treasury is not used toclean dirty 
streets and alleys. He also wanted to know 
why rubbish and manure were used to fill 
street holes instead of blocks and gravel. 

The Mayor sent a petition to the Council 
signed by a number of citizens residing in the 
neighborhood of the Newsboys’ Home, asking 
that the institution be removed. 

After the Economic Gas Company. 

Ald. Tripp sent in an order directed against 
the Economic Gascompany. It cited that the 
company had lately laid its pipes on La Salle 
avenue from Chicago avenue to Division 
street and on other streetsin the North Di- 
vision, as well as in the South and West, and 
had neglected to place the thoroughfare in 
repair and had allowed the surplus earth to 
remain. In view of these statements the fol- 
lowing order was attached: 

Ordered, That the Commissioner of Public 
Works be and he is hereby directed to refuse to 
the said company any further permits for the lay- 
ing of its pipes on the streets in the City of Chi- 
cago and cancel all permits issued where pipes 
are not yet laid until such time as said company 
has placed the streets in which it has already 
laid ite pipes in good condition, in accord- 
ance with tne provisions of said ordinance. 
It is further ordered that the Commissioner of 
Public Works be and he is hereby directed to in- 
spect the said several streets and to furnish this 
Council a list of the streets fu which said com- 
pany has laid its mains and the condition of the 
streets as left by said company. 

The order was passed. Ald. Tripp said that 
as soon as the company complied with the 
ordinance he was willing that the Commis 
sioner issue permits. 

Ald. Kenny sent in the report of the special 
committee appointed to draft resolutions on 
the death of George B. Howland, ex-Superin- 
tendent of Schools, and they were passed. 
Police Force Increase Deferred. 


Ald. McGillen presented the geport of the 
Finance committee recommending that the 
Chief of Police be empowered to employ 100 
additional men. The Alderman said the com- 
mittee was heartily in favor of the order and 
he hoped it would pass. Ald. Tripp said the 
city would get no better service from the in- 
creased force than it received from the pres- 
ent one. The extra men would cost $18,000, 
and he opposed the plan. The matter was 
made a special order of business for next 
Monday night. 

Ald. Ernst secured the passage of an order 
aliowing flat buildings three stories or more 
high to have two two-inch water service 
pipes instead of one. He said the change 
would do a great deal to relicve the water 
scarcity in residence districte. 

Ald. Hepburn called up the ordinance grant- 
ing permission to extend the electric light 
plants by special asséssment. Ald. Ernst op- 
posed the measure, saying that in the absence 
of a provision for city control the systems 
would be thrown into the hands of private 
corporations. Action on the ordinance was 
deferred until the next meeting.

Strong Evidence of Official Paresis in the 
Torn-Up Condition of Down-Town and 
in Fact All Over Town Streets—Obstruc- 
tions That Menace Life and Limb—Con- 
tractors Again Taking Public Space— 
Condition of Things on Rush_ Street 
Viaduct, 


not compare with Chicago’s streets. Fences 
and building material around buildings in 
course of erection, bad sidewaiks, holes in the 
pavement, and excavations on nearly all of 
the down-town streets make up a situation 
almost incredible. 

Fifteen different incorporations were tear- 
ing up the highways yesterday—and it was not 
a good day for that kind of work—and there 
are more to come. Like the plagues of Egypt 
one nuisance is added to another every day, 
and each nuisance increases in intensity over 
its predecessor. Following is a partial list of 
the incorporations at work: 

Chicago Arc Light and Power company, Chica- 
go Electric Underground Conduit company, Chi- 
cago Economic Fuel Gas company, the Chicago 
Telephone company, the Western Union Tele- 
graph company, the Waukesha Hygeia Mineral 
Springs company, the Western company, the In-

diana Natural Gas and Oil company, the Chicago 
Edison company, and the West Chicago Street 
railway cable, besides five private individuals at 
work more or less of the time. 

The Chicago Power Supply and Smoke 
Abating company, which gained so much no- 
toriety last winter when its ordinance was 
railroaded through the Council, has not been 
slumbering. Its preparations are going on in 
a quiet way, and citizens may expect to wake 
up almost any morning and find the cohorts 
of the compressed air corporation throwing 
big mountains of dirt up in the streets and 
creating corresponding gulches along the 
curbstones. 

Impediments on Madison Street, 

Madison street from McVicker’s Theater to 
State is blocked up, except a passageway 
about eight feet wide on the south side of the 
street, by the construction work of the new 
cable. Iron, stones, old barrels, wheelbar- 
rows, anvils, forges, concrete piles, and piles 
of earth fill the street. Cobble-stones and 
construction steel are piled up on the side- 
walk. The west side of State street from 
Madison to Washington 1s in a similar conai- 
tion, with big piles of material on the side- 
walk. Bridges that shake beneath the tread 
of the crowd span the excavations at Madison 
and State streets, and the sides of the bridges 
are used as bill boards, where unsightly post- 
ers stare passers-by in the face. 

At Monroe and Dearborn streets there is a 
big hill of dirt on the sidewalk and extensive 
piles of brick obstruct half the sidewalk on 
the Dearborn street side. The telephone com- 
pany has made gaping excavations in the road 
at Jackson and Dearborn streets. ; 

In none of these cases do the companies 
put back the cobble-stones in anythwg like 
proper shape. When heavy trucks pass over 
the street the blocks are disarranged or de- 
pressed. 

The temporary sidewalk in front of a new 
building on the southeast corner of Van Buren 
and Dearborn streets is rickety and a menace 
to the public. Building materiai blocks the 
passage way. bad as it is. 

The Waukesha Hygeia Mineral Springs 
company has erected earthworks ten feet high 
at Clark and Van Buren streets. There is a 
hole four feet square in the middle of the 
street. The south side of Van Buren street 
between Clark and La Salle has been putin a 
state of siege by the same company to the in- 
convenience of the public. 

Wretched Apology for Replacing. 

In front of Gore’s Hotel the Western Union 
Telegraph company has made an excavation 
several feet square and piled the dirt on the 
street and beside the curbstone. Along the 
street in that vicinity the paving that has been 
put down after the work was supposed to be 
done is in a wretched condition. The same 
company 18 responsible for excavations and 
earthworks on the sidewalk opposite the 
Grand Pacific on Jackson street. Pipes and 
piles of brick are placed in dangerous places 
on the sidewalk. Thomas Jackson & Sons 
are the contractors in charge of the work. 

On the Board of Trade corner bricks and 
piles of iron pipe make it difficult for people 
to pass. At the southeast corner of Adams 
and La Salle streets a hole has been dug right 
where people are compelled to get off the 
street-cars. Unless the passenger keeps a 
sharp outlook he is apt to get into that hole 
and it is ten feet deep. Big piles of dirt and 
cobblestones have been thrown up on the 
sidewalks. Only twomen were at work in 
the vicinity yesterday. The telegraph com- 
pany takes itsown time for occupying the 
streets. 
Two men were at work for the telephone 
company on the northwest corner of La Salle 
and Monroe streets yesterday digging a big 
hole and throwing the dirt on the cross- 
walk. 
Congress street in front of the Auditorium 
abounds in holes in the pavements. The pav- 
ing blocks go up and down like logsina 
corduroy road. Although the locality is trav- 
eled by carriages continually no attempt has 
been made to render the street passable, 
State street south of Twelfth street furnishes 
some of the worst sidewalks in the city. Rot- 
ten planks and spikes trip the unwary. Many 
of the sections of the walk are below grade, 
while others are above the level. 

Negligence of a Policeman. 
Cottage Grove avenue from Thirty-ninth 
street south is in a deplorable condition, not- 
withstanding the fact that itis a main thor. 
oughfare to the World’s Fair. Yesterday 
morning a catch-basin cover on Cottage Grove 
avenue a few yards north of Thirty-fourth 
street formed a trap for horse and pedestrian, 
The cover was broken last Wednesday. Last 
Thursday night a citizen called the fact to the , 
attention of the officer on that beat and he 
was requested to make a report of the defect 
to the proper authorities. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the Chief of Police has instructed 
officers to attend to such cases the request of 
the citizen was unheeded by the officer. Fri- 
day evening another citizen telephened from 
the Dougias club to the Street Department 
asking to have the hole fixed. No notice was 
taken of it. The opening is two feet square 
and people are liable to drive into it any dark 
night.

On Market street the pabement is in such 
bad shape tbat heavy ks become stalled 
and have to be pried out with timbers. 

Since the Street De bent has let up on 
its war on fences around new buildings the 
contractors have taken advantage of the laxi- 
ty. On the Dearborn street side of the Hart- 
ford Buildine the fence has never been moved 
into the limit required by law, and as prom- 
ised some time ago by Commissioner Aldrich. 
Inside the fence yesterday afternoon two 
wagons were constantly unloading fire-proof- 
ing and one wagon was unloading bricks. 
There is no reason why these wagons cannot 
be driven inside the building to unload. With- 
in. the inclosure were two big piles of fire- 
proofing, a mortar-bed, with huge piles of 
sand, a terra-cotta mixing pan, three chests of 
tools, a pile of coal, and stacks of steel gird- 
ers. The excuse cannot be made that the 
fence is to protect the public, for a shed is put 
up for that purpose, 

Where Public Space Is Occupied. 

At Washington street and Fifth avenue the 
street around a new building is fenced in and 
the space thus obtained ig used to store build- 
ing material. 

The Washington street side of the Columbus 
Building is still fenced in and the space occu- 
pied by steel girders, stone, brick, barrels, 
and tool houses. 

On Washington street in front of Marshall 
Field’s new . building heavy -bars are fixed 
across the walk, although the street is pro- 
tected by ashed and the sidewalks are all 
laid.. On the Wabash avenue side the street is 
obstructed by steel girders.

Examples of Official Paresis. 

People living on the North Side who must 
travel across the Rush street or Clark street 
bridge have, during and after every storm, 
tangible proof of the paresis which is afflict- 
ing the heads of the St Department. 

After successfully — — the pitfalls which 
fill the down-town stre@ts they have to wade 
through pools of slush whieh flood the cross- 
ing from the bridges to IIlinois street. The 
streets between these points are covered sev- 
eral inches deep with foul matter, which, 
when dry, is borne on every wind that blows, 
filling the air with suffocating clouds of the 
nauseous mess and making the lives of all 
who have the muisfortupe to pass that way a 
weary burden, With every storm the nuis- 
, ance is not abated, but i ebanges its 
form. The rain the fiith forma a 
slippery, sticky sléugh which clings to the 
clothing and footwear of all who pass that 
way, and the passing teams shower and spat- 
ter the mud over such portions of the clothing 


we are doing the 


The state of affairs during and after the 
storm last Friday fully illustrates the condi- 
tions which attend every storm. At the north 
end of the Rush street bridge a huge slough 
had formed extending across the street and 
compelling all who wished to cross to wade 
through it. It was so deep that rubbers were 
no protection, the mud reaching to the ankles. 
At the Michigan street crossing of Rush street 
the same conditions existed. 

Just.as Bad on Clark Street. 


On Clark street pools of the same filth 
flooded the crossings and the endless string of 
teams made it impossible to select the shal- 
lowest places to walk in. 

The people have made numerous complaints 
to the Street Department but all to no purpose. 
Taxpayers have apparently no rights in the 
eyes of Misnomer” Burke, who is supposed 
to see that the contractors for street cleaning 
carry out their contracts. Instead of having’ 
men at the worst crossings to dig out a path 
wide enough for people to cross without the 
protection of rubber boots they wait until the 
mud has dried up and then send gangs of men 
who sweep the dirt from the crossings into the 
streets, from where the wind at once blows it 
back. 

Another evil which the authorities permit is 

the practice of hitching horses on the Rush 
street viaduct. Persons having business in 
that locality apparently consider the viaduct 
as sort of public boarding stable. During 
almost any of the business hours of the day 
from one to half a dozen horses are in posses- 
sion of this much-traveled place. 
All drivers gre compelled to leave their side 
of the street and get through as best they can. 
This causes much confusion and delay and 
constantly threatens destruction of property 
if not loss of life. It 1s plainly the duty of 
some one to see that persons do not obstruct 
traffic atso important a point as this. The 
viaduct is narrow, and there is not too much 
room when everything is kept moving. 


TO BE TRIED FOR DISCRIMINATION. 


Inter-State Commerce Cases to Come Up 
Before Judge Bunn Today. 

The cases against Messrs. Johnson, Miller, 

Egan, Swift, Spriggs, and others, under in- 
dictment for violating the anti- discrimination 
clause of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion law, are set for hearing in Judge Bunn’s 
court at 10 o’clock this mornmg. The prose- 
cution will employ every strategem counte- 
nanced by the law to do something with the 
cases, but it is a foregone conclusion that the 
efforta to convict will be fruitless. 
„We cannot convict them,” is what United 
States District-Attorney Milchrist said last 
night after working hard all day with Attor- 
ney Safford of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission.

WAS NOT A BURGLAR. 


PRANK OPAVA’S FRIENDS DEOLARE 
HE WAS AN HONEST MAN. 


Developments Indicate That the Man 
Killed Sunday Night by Detective Val- 
entine Was Innocent — He Was, His 
Friends Claim, a Hard-Working Bohe- 
mian Who Could Speak No English— 
The Story Told by the Officer Who Did 
the Shooting Discredited. 


The man who was shot and instantly killed 
as à suspected burglar by Detective W. G. 
Valentine at West Harrison and Paulina. 
streets Sunday night was Frank Opava, a Bo- 
hemian laborer living at No. 756 Alport ave- 
nue, He was 26 years old, sober and indus- 
trious, and was to have been married imme- 
diately after the holidays to Miss Lizzie Seve- 
la, whe is employed as a kitchen girl at the 
Presbyterian Hospital, Wood and Congress 
streets. He was formerly a Lieutenant in the 
Bohemian army, and gave up that position to 
come to America and marry the girl of his 
choice, 

It is the testimony of his relatives and 
friends that Upava could speak no English 
whatever. The Radecky Veteran Association, 
of which Opava was a member, and which is 
made up of former soldiers in the Bohemian 
army, will take the matter up and thoroughly 
investigate the events which led to the killing 
of their comrade. 

Not more than ten minutes before the fatal 
shot was fired Opava left Miss Sevela, his be- 
trothed, at the corner of Harrison street and 
Armitage avenue,stopping there, as he told her, 
to catch a Harrison street car on his way home. 
She went on to the hospital, where she is em- 
ployed, and did not learn of ber lover’s death 
uptil yesterday morning. Sitting in the re- 
ception-room at the hospital last evening she 
told her story in Bohemian, sobbing as she 
spoke, 

Sunday evening about 7 o’clock,” she 
said, Agnes. my sister, Tennie Keppert, and 
myself wentdown to No, 756 Alport avenue, 
to visit my sister, Mrs. Charles Hoker. All 
three of us work in the hospital. Frank, who 
is a cousin of Mr. Hoker and lives with him, 
was at home all the evening. 

Story of Opava’s Sweetheart. 

At 10 minutes after 9 o’clock we started to 
go home. Frank and I started out together, 
and the two girls walked a short distance be- 
hind us. We walked all the way to the corner 
of Harrison street and Armitage avenue, 
where Frank and I stopped to talk, the girls 
going on into the hospital. Frank told me he 
would take a Harrison street car there and 
ride as far as Center avenue on his way. home. 

“Frank had no acquaintances living on 
Paulina street and I do not believe that Oxficer 
Valentine met him there. He did not speak 
English nor make friends easily. How could 
he have picked up with a strange man so ‘ 
quickly or sworn at the officer in English, as 
he claims? Frank had been only two years in 
this country. He lived with his cousin, who 
18 a Bohemian, and had few acquaintances. 
He knew very little about the ways of this 
country, and as he did not get drunk and was 
never arrested I don’t suppose he ever saw a 
policeman in plain clothes before. I am sure 
it was ull a terrible mistake. We were to have 
been married right after New Year’s,’”’ and 
the girl broke down and sobbed con vulsively. 

Down at the rear of No. 756 Allport avenue, 
in the Bohemian district, where Opava lived, 
twelve Bohemian men and three or four wom- 
en were gathered in an upper room last even- 


innocent. 
His Time Accounted For. 

„Frank spent the whole of Sunday evening 
here, said Charles Hoker, the dead man’s 
cousin. It was ten minutes past 9 when he 
left here to take Lizzie home to the hospital. 
The other girls followed close behind. When 
Frank did not come back we worried and 
were afraid that something had happened to 
him. This morning my wife went over to the 
Canal Street Police Station and found then 
that a man named Frank Opava had been 
killed by an officer, ana that the body was at the 
morgue. She went tothe hospital and got 
Lizzie and the two went over to the morgue 
together. Lizzie gave just one look at the 
corpse. Then she cried, It is Frank,’ and 
broke into tears. Frank could not talk En- 
glish, he was peaceable and quiet, and the 
policemen should be prosecuted for shooting 
him.“ ; 

Twelve sturdy Bohemians indorsed the 
declaration in their native tongue. The 
Bohemian Veterans’ Association, of which 
Frank was a member, will take care of the 
case. I believe they consulted counsel today. 
Frank was a helper in a foundry at No. 45 
Butler street. He saved his money and never 
got drunk.” 

Inquiry made yesterday at Nos. 316 and 318 
Paulina street did not altogether substantiate 
the statements made Sunday night by Officer 
Valentine. At the first named number live 
Walter Stokes and wife. Mr. Stokes was in- 
dignant yesterday at the statements attributed 
to him by the police. 

Heard No Unusual Noises. 

„At 10:15 o’clock Sunday night.“ he said, 

“end for four hours before, my wife and I 
were sitting within fifteen feet of the front 
door. There was a bright light in the room, 
the children had gone to bed, and it was very 
quiet. We heard no one walk up the steps 
and as for trying the front door, as Valentine 
claims this man did, the door was unlocked 
and would have opened if the knob had been 
turned. 
I see that Detective Valentine also claims,“ 
said Mrs. Stokes, that one of the men ran 
down the narrow passageway between our 
house and the one next south. The ground 
there is soft and smooth, and would certainly 
have shown some marks if a man had walked 
over it. I went out and looked this morning 
and there was no trace of footprints.” 

A family named Sonnenshein live at No. 
318. There it was declared that all of the 
family were in bed at the hour the shooting 
occurred. No unusual noises of any kind had 
been heard before the shot was fired. 

At No. 314 Paulina street lives Fred Dugray, 
whom it was claimed Sunday night by Detec- 
tive Valentine had identifi€d Opava as a man 
who had attempted to burglarize his house 
earlier in the evening. 

“TIT went to the morgue this morning and 
looked at the remains, but Iam sure they are 
not those of the man whom I drove out of my 
house at 7:30 o' clock Sunday evening. That 
man wore a heavy mustache, while Opava 16 
clean shaven. Just two hours elapsed between

Officer W. G. Valentine told the story of the 
shooting last night as follows: 

‘“*] saw two men acting in a suspicious man- 
ner at Nos. 316 and 318 South Paulina street 
Sunday evening. One was at the front, the 
other went to the rear. The latter caught 
sight of me and, giving two whistles, disap- 
peared. The man in front ran down Paulina 
to Harrison, then west on Harrison. I fol- 
lowed as fast as I could. On reachmg Wood 
street the man doubled on his tracks. We 
met at Hermitage avenue. I asked him what 
he was doing at the house on Paulina street. 
His reply, which was in very broken English, 
was not satisfactory, so I walked with him for 
twenty feet, when he hit me under the ear, 
knocking me over against the fence, and ran. 
I called to him to halt and fired. 1 did not 
intend to hit him. I merely fired to frighten 
him, but after running a block he dropped 
dead. When I carried the body into a drug 
store a Mr. Dugray, living at No. 314 South 
Paulina street, identified him as a man who 
had entered his house earlier in the evening. 
I have been looking for the other man all day, 
but have found no clew yet. He was tall and 
slim and apparently 19 years of age.

COUNCIL JUDICIARY COMMITTEE’S WORK. 


Ald, Mann's Ordinance for Licensing Vehi-. 
cles Recommended for Passage. 
The Council Judiciary committee yesterday 
decided to recommend for passage Ald. 
Mann’s ordinance establishing a license for 
vehicles. It provides that the amount of the 
fee shall vary in accordance with the width 
of tire and weight of load.

Shocked by the Discovery That She 
May Die. 


Sprineriztp, III., Nov. 21.—[Special.|— 
When the doors of the Ashland (Cass County) 
Bank were opened thie morning it was found 
that during the night robbers had forced an 
entrance to the building, blown open the safe 
by means of dynamite, and carried away all 
its contents, probably amounting to $2,500. 
The officers of the bank will not make public 
the exact amount taken. 

. The work of the burglars was evidently that 
of professionals. The drills and other tools 
lay scattered about the floor, A hole had been 
drilled in the dour of the safe and a charge of 
giant powder inserted. The shock of the ex- 
plosion must have been considerable, for the 
door was blown entirely off the safe, but no | 
alarm was given by it. 

After the robbers had secured their plunder 
they loaded it into a vehicle and drove away. 
The tracks made by the wheels of a light 
wagon were plainly imprinted on the surface 
of the frozen ground near the bank doors this 
morning, and from thecharacter of the tracks 
and the footpripts of a double team, which 
was evidently hitched to it, it is clear 
the robbers came and departed in a rig. 
Two fine horses a set of harness 
belonging to J, B. Hill and a spring wagon 
belonging toa Mr. Tooker are miss and 
are supposed to have been stolen by the burg- 
lars. It is not known how many men were en- 
gaged in the robbery nor the exact hour when 
it took place, but it must have been between 
midnight.and morning, judging from the fresh- 
ness of the tracks made by the wagon. 

The Bank of Ashland was established sev- 
eral years ago by Skiles, Rearick & Co. and 
has done a good business. It is not at all 
probable the loss will embarrass it in any 
way. A farmer coming into Ashland at 4 
o'clock this morning passed three men in a 
spring wagon coming towards that plage.

SEARCHING FOR GHOULS AT BRAZIL. 


Mrs. West May Die as a Result of the 
Robbery of Her Daugchter’s Grave. 

BRAZIL, Ind., Nov. 21.—[{Special. |—Nothing 
has occurred in the history of Clay County 
that has created so much indignation and ex- 
citement as the stealing of the body of Miss 
Anna West; which was discovered Friday aft- 
ernoon. The young woman was 18 years of 
age at the time of her death. She had gained 
numerous friends and was the idol of the 
neighborhood in which she resided. As a 
recitationist and prose reader she had but few 
equals and no superiors in the county, When 
quite young she joined the Methodist Church 
and during her short life was a consistent 
member of that-denomination and a hard 
worker for the lifting up of the down-trodden. 
All of these traits aided in making her career 
one of unusual usefulness. 
In September, 1891, Miss West contracted a 
severe cold, which resulted in a complication 
of diseases which caused her death. After 
due rites were paid her she was followed to 
her last resting-place by a large concourse of 
friends. Nothmg has arisen at any time to 
create suspicion of grave-robbery, and hardly 
a Sabbath passed but what her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. George West, or some loving friend 
cast choice flowers over her grave and wept 
that one so young and beautiful should be 
taken away in the prime of life. 
The horror of the parents and sympathizing 
friends Friday wher they had gathered to the 
cemetery expecting to gaze upon the coffin 
which incased their deceased child and asso- 
ciate to see the casket upside down and the 
corpse gone may be imagined. All was silent 
forafew seconds. The crowd was dumpb- 
stricken. The stillness was broken by a wild 
shriek, and then a scene was enacted which 1s 
easier imagined than described. The news 
spread like wildfire, and in a few hours it was 
the subiect of discussion in almost every 
home. 
The West family is well known and highly 
respected, being extremely wealthy and al- 
ways ready to take part in any movement for 
the betterment of the community. There is 
adark mystery shrouding the case that is 
seemingly impenetrable. Who did the deed 
cannot be imagined. Itis evident that the 
robbery was committed shortly after the 
burial of the body, as no evidences of the 
grave having been disturbed have beeen dis- 
covered since it became packed. 
The incident calls to mind a circumstance 
which occurred shortly after Miss West’s 
burial, which was at the time considered 
trifling, but since the recent discovery is be- 
coming a factor in the case and is given much 
cognizance by many people. A few nights 
after the funeral three strange men were seen 
prowling around the graveyard in the even- 
ing, apparently deeply interested. They were 
watched by some boys who chanced to pass 
the graveyard, and they were seen to go near 
Miss West's grave and stand in consultation 
for several minutes and then leave the 
grounds. 
The general supposition is that the remains 
were stolen by some young medical students 
for dissecting purposes and that the three 
men seen by the the boys were engaged to rob 
the grave. However, this is only one of the 
many rumors that are afloat, Every effort 
will be made by Mr. West to ferret out the 
mystery and apprehend the guilty parties and 
bring them to justice. Detectives will be en- 
gaged to work on the case.

After corroborating in 
detail the story of the double murder as told 
in Tun Taunus of Monday he gave an 
inkling as to a family fight which, if tnor- 
oughly investigated, may prove that Siegler, 
the double murderer, is not insane 
but only shamming to escape punishment. 
Meyer _ testified that a family fight had re- 
cently developed between Siegler and his 
father-in-law aud mother-in-law as to Sieg- 
ler’s 10-year-old son, Willie. As to the amount 
of bitterness engendered by this fight over the 
boy nothing furtter could be learned as to de- 
tails. Witness declined to talk. 

An impression gained footing among the 
auditors at the inquest that the murderous 
acts of Siegler may have resulted from this 
fight and that his savagery in trying to kill 
the police was the result of some of the train- 
ing of the Anarchistic element, which has re- 
cently become so powerful among the Ger- 
man working element of Chicago’s population. 

The fact that Siegler is alleged to have never 
shown any symptoms of insanity heretofore 
leads them to this belief. This is strength- 
ened, so police officers say, by the fact that 
his actions at the County Hospital are not in 
line with those of an insane person, but indi- 
cate the tninly-covered prentenses of the 
malicious murderer who assumes the exhibi- 
tion of insanity to escape the penitentiary or 
gallows. The neighbors, friends, and acquain- 
tances of the murdered couple as well as of 
the murderer said yesterday that Siegler was 
not insane and that unless watched closely at 
the County Hospital he would escape. 

The investigation by the Coroner’s jury was 
adjourned until Tuesday, Nov. 29, when it 
will be resumed at the West Chicago Avenue 
Station at 10 a, m. 

Siegler is likely to die on the scaffold unless 

he can be proved to be insane, At any rate, 
from present indicatsons the murderer is 
likely to recover from the effects of his 
wound. Dr. Murphy performed laparotomy 
on Siegler, but did not remove the bullet. 
It will be left in his back, where it 
lodged after passing through the 
abdominal cavity. Siegler maintains 
that he will live. He is a violent patient and 
requires close watching, and force has been 
several times necessary to keep him on his 
cot. Opinions as to his sanity differ. Dr. 
Preble, the house physician, says the man is 
insane, though he does not care to say wheth- 
er his mental disorder is temporary or perma- 
nent. 
Mrs. Siegler is prostrated by the shock of 
Sunday’s tragedy. The injury she received 
from scattered shot is slight. Since the shoot- 
ing she has refused to set foot in the house, 
and has been staying with her three children 
with her next-door neighbor.

The Indiana Editor Pledged to Turpie— 
Ten Thousand Votes Thrown Out. 


The Senatorial boom for Editor Shanklin of 
the Evansville Courier was brought up with a 
sudden jolt today when the paper announced 
that Mr. Shanklin will not be a candidate. 
When Shanklin was here last week his friends 
urged him to come out boldly for the posi- 
tion, and it was believed he had about madeup

the part he took previous to the campaign in 
securing pledges of support for Senator Tur- 
pie’s reélection is an effectual bar to his own 
aspirations, and be calls on his friends to 
honor his stand. Notwithstanding this there 
will be a covert attempt to nominate Shank- 
lin, as Representative-elect Hord says, and 
if Gray should persist in trying for the 
place when he ‘finds: that Cleveland will not 
appoint him to a Cabinet position, Shanklin’s 
supporters will quite likely be successful, It 
is believed that Shanklin bas announced him- 
self for Turpie in order to forestall any disaf- 
fection from Turpie toward Gray. 

Chief Supervisor Van Buren has received 
reports from every precinct in the county, and 
his report to the County Clerk today shows 
that ballots were rejected it about three- 
fourths of the polling-places. The total 
number of rejected ballots is 367 
State and 378 local. The highest num- 
ber rejected in any precinct was in the 
Fifty-third Precinct, where ten State and eight 
local ballots were thrown out. The average 
is nearly five to the precinct. According to 
reports received from the State the general 
average number of votes thrown out in the 
2,989 precincts in Indiana will reach three to 
the precinct and perhaps more. This gives a 
grand total of nearly 10,000 votes in Indiana 
that were not counted. As the largest number of 
contested ballots occurs in Republican pre- 
cincts, it # figured that not only would the 
Republican candidates for Congress in the 
First, Eleventh, and Tenth Districts have been 
elected, but even Congressman Bynum in the 
Fifth might have been turned down. Demo- 
crats admit that Republicans were the heavi- 
est sufferers, not because they were the poor- 
est voters but because Democratic judges and 
clerks were all coached to watch for every ex- 
cuse to throw out a Republican ballot. 


WANT TO DIVIDE KANSAS, 


A Scheme on Foot to Cut the State into 
Two Equal Parts. 

Torka, Kas., Nov. 21.—{Special.]—A 
movement has been inaugurated in the 
Seventh Congressional District to divide Kan- 
sas into two States, each of which shall have 
an area of 200 miles square. It is proposed to 
bring the question up in the Legislature which 
convenes in January, divide the State with a 
line running north and south on the western 
boundary of Jewell County, and request Con- 
gress to concur. The project has frequently 
been broached before, but the western half of 
the State has always protested against 
it.

TWO EXPLOSIONS IN A COAL MINE, 


Three Persons Killed Outright and Several 
Others Fatally Hurt. 
Pirrspura, Pa., Nov. 21.—[Special. ]—Three 
men were instantly killed, three others fatally 
and several others badly injured by a terrible 
explosion this afternoon in the Blanche mine 
at Collier’s Station, W. Va., on the Pan-Han- 
dle railroad. Forty-five men had been work- 
ing in the mine, but at the time of the expio- 
sion only about one-half of them were inside. 
One of the miners, it is reported, struck a 
match and had no sooner done it than a ter- 
rific explosion of gas followed. The flame 
from this ignited ten cans of powder standing 
near the mouth of the mine, and a second and 
more powerful explosion occurred. The killed 
are: 
ANDERSON, WESLEY: colored. 
COHER, MICHAEL; Hungarian. 
PEASKI, JOHN; Hungarian. 
The fatally injured are: 
ANDERSON, JOHN; colored. 
ANDERSON, ROBERT; colored, 
CAMPBELL, LAWRENCE. 
The others hurt are: 
Cook. Epwarp; burned about face and hands. 
GILLESPIE, JOHN. 
WHITE, ; head and arms burned. 
Wricut, MATTHEW. 
ZAVING, JOHN; terribly burned. 
Two Italians whose names are not known 
are reported to be missing. They were in the 
mine at the time of the explosion and have 
not been seen since. The force of the explo- 
sion was so great that the three Andersons, 
who were brothers, were blown clear out 
through the mouth of the mine. Many more 
of the miners were more or less seriously 
burned and cut up by the explosion and nar- 
rowly escaped suffocation, five of them being 
rescued from the mine in an apparently life- 
less condition, but they were soon revived and 
removed to their homes. Physicians were 
summoned from Steubenville and Holliday’s 
Cave to attend the injured. At 1 o’clock to- 
night it is reported that three more of the in- 
jured have died.

A more effective method of 
preventing the spread of the saloons would be 
the wide publication of the names of the per- 
sons who rent their places to the groggery- 
keepers. 

Du. Derew predicts, in an interview for the 
New York World, that the first plank in the 
Republican platform: of 1896 will be a pro- 
tective tariff: He says it will not be the 
McKinley bill, but the protective policy will 
be adhered to.

CHICAGO AND SOUTHERN ILLINOIS. 
Before they formally establish the Demo- 
cratic capital of Illinois in a sleepy “ Miz- 
oory” town Mr. William R. Morrison, Mr. 
Forman, Mr. Fithian, and the other Egyptian 
Bourbons would do weil to glance at the sta- 
tistics of tne recent election in thie State. If 
they will examine the figures they will dis- 
cover that Egypt will not cut so muchof a 
figure in State politics as beretofore, while 
Chicago, against which they seem to entertain 
some unaccountable prejudice, will have much 
more to say. It appears from the returns 
that the total vote in the State this year was 
866,749. Of this number ‘Chicago cast very 
nearly one-third. There was an increase of 
119,073 in the total vote of the State over the 
vote of four years ago. Of this increase Cook 
County contributed 81,442, while the increase 
in the State outside of Cook County was much 
less than half that number, being only 37,631; 
and this increase was mostly in the northern 
counties of the State, like La Salle, Kane, 
Will. and Lake, which are usually in political 
alliance with Cook. There has been little or 
no increase in the vote in the Egyptian dis- 
tricts. 

The large vote in Cook County will entitle 
it to aconsiderably increased representation 
in the Stateconventions. That representation 
will be proportionally larger in the Demo- 
cratic than in the Republican convention—an- 
other fact which the Egyptian bosses cannot 
afford to ignore. indeed, if the Chicago Demo- 
crats should act in the same hoggish spirit as 
the Egyptians have for years the Southern 
Illinois aistricts would cut a sorry figure in 
the councils of the party. 

It may be said also for the information of 
the Bourbons that any attempt on their part 
to so red istrigt the State as to deprive Chicago 
of proper representation will be stoutly re- 
sisted by the leading men of both parties from 
this section. Chicago men are not unmindful 
of the petty, mean, and jealous spirit which 
the Egyptian members of the last General As- 
sembly exhivited when the World's Fair ap- 
propriation for this State was under discus- 
sion. Chicago then had fair warning that it 
must not surrender any political rights grow- 
ing out of its increased population and its in- 
creased voting strength. 

It may be mentioned in passing that Clay- 
ton E. Crafts, who made abject surrender to 
the Egyptians on the occasion already re- 
ferred to, is now the object of their sectional 
plotting. He will not have as many sympa- 
thizers in Chicago as he would have had if he 
had acted in a spirit of loyalty to his own con- 
stituency and in accordance with the public 
opinion of Chicago as voiced by an all but 
unanimous public press. 


RAILROAD RATES AND THE FAIR, 
The Philadelphia Press makes the out and- 
out statement that “‘a full train-load of pas- 
. sengers can be carried from Philadelphia to 
Chicago at $1 a head and make money. It 
has been done. This fact sufficiently dis- 
poses of the claim by the railroads that they 
cannot afford to lower rates to and from the 
Fair more than by the insignificant conces- 
sion of 20 per cent on trains slower than 
thirty-five miles per hour, with the exaction 
of full rates on all other trains. The fact is 
this proposed reduction falls far short of what 
1s usually made on ordinary excursions in 
this country, they being charged at most one 
and a third fares for the roundtrip. The 
policy outlined by the trunk line Presidents 
is in striking contrast with that of the French 
railroads in the Exposition year of that coun- 
try. Rates were cut on the government lines 
as they never had been previously, other roads 
were forced to reduce, and the tide of travel 
rose in proportion. Less money was made 
per passenger than if full rates had been ex- 
acted, but no one doubts that in the end the 
railroads were better off for the reduction. 
The Press gives some statistics to prove the 
point that a radical lowering of the rates can 
and ought to be made for the World’s Col- 
umbian Exhibition. It says at tne dedication 
of the Chicago buildings the Chicago railroads 
carried from 33,000 to 40,000 persons per day 
in addition to their regular traffic, nearly all 
this travel originating within 250 mules of 
Jackson Park. This was less than expected, 
and it was less because fares were high.

For the 
first time in the history of the State since the 
Civil War the complete guard of Penrsyl- 
vauia, numbering some 8,000 men, was called 
out, and from July 11 to the middle of Octo- 
ber the militia guarded the works.

Nearly 4,000 
men were employed in the Homestead mills 
just previous to the strike. The Carnegie of- 
ficials declared that the wages of only 182 out 
of this vast force would be seriously affected 
by the new scale of wages proposed by the 
firm, and that all of the 300 who were included 
in the proposed reduction were high-priced 
workers. But the hands declared it was not 
so much the reduction of wages of those few 
men as the principle of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation that was at stake.

Of course the high-priced 
ones who were sympathized with have lost 
their claim in toto, and may experience con- 
siderable difficulty in obtaining employment 
even at reduced wages. For it is but natural 
that they, along with the other prominent ad- 
visers of the movement, should be regarded 
as black sheep, whose services are not de- 
sirable if other men can be found to accept- 
ably perform the service. 


not recognize the hopelessness of their claim 
three months ago, when most candid observ- 
ers of the situation saw their cause was in- 
evitably lost.

once lost is not easily regained. This is bad 
enough, to say nothing of the real or implied 
responsibility of the individual striker for the 
killing and wounding incident to the strug- 
gle.

CONFISCATE THE COAL. 

Senator Edmunds, the 
great constitutional lawyer, has been inter- 
viewed in regard to the power of the goveru- 
ment to deal with trust combinations. 
reported to have said that the government can 
legally seize every pound of goal shipped by 
the Philadelphia and Reading Coal company 
across the State line of Pennsylvania, if that 
company is violating what is known as the 
Sherman trust law. He holds that if the com- 
pany named, or any other, has combined with 
another company for the purpose of control- 
ling either the price or the output of any com- 
modity it is amenable to tne anti-trust law, its 
product is liable to seizure, and its principals 
to arrest and imprisonment. There is noth- 
ing in the claim by the trusts that the Sherinan 
law is unconstitutional. Every line was care- 
fully reviewed by the best constitutional law- 
yers and every possible feature that could be 
questioned was stricken out. Then it was 
passed unanimously by both Houses. He has 
not the shadow of a doubt as to the constitu- 
tionality of the act.

Of course 
that includes the procurement of evidence to 
prove the existence of a trust in any partic- 
ular case, as in the absence of that the court 
cannot act. But in at least some instances it 
would seem the obtaining of this evidence 
should not be a difficult task. In the case of 
the coal combination, has not its trust charac- 
ter been admitted by officers of the combine? 
Have they not boldly announced that they 
have combined and intend to keep up the 
combination? Have they not practically 
dared the government to do its worst by de. 
claring the Sherman anti-trust law is uncon- 
stitutional? Surely this is a comparatively 
open case in which the facts would hardly be 
disputed by the defendants. They ought to 
be given a chance to prove that they have not 
broken the law, and if the fact of such breach 
can be established against them their ship- 
ments of coal across the State line ought to be 
seized upon in the interests of the great pub- 
lic which have been jeopardized by the nefari- 
ous combination.

ARE ADVISED TO REFUSE TO PAY RENT 


London's Unemployed Urged to Settle 

Scores with Landlords with Biackthorns. 

Lonpon, Nov. 21.—The Socialist-Democratic 
Federation, through its Committee on Unem- 
ployed Workingmen, begins today a new rent 
campaign. Waite, the Socialist who organ- 
izes the demonstrations of the unemployed, 
addressed a meeting yesterday. In the course 
of his speech he said that. if after today any 
man paid a farthing in rent while his family 
did not have sufficient food he would be a 
cur. Waite declared that he did not believe 
in paying rent. He had not paid any in seven 
years and meant never to pay any. e called 
upon his hearers to imitate the Irish and pay 
their landlords with blackthorns. Emergency 
committees, he added, have been formed in 
every district to assist tenants who resist their 
landlords. If the property-owners succeeded 
in distraining their tenants it would cost 
broken heads. Then the distrained, together 
with their wives and children, will go to St. 
Stephens and camp out befox the House of 
Parliament. This plan of campaign, the 
speaker shouted, would pay thousands of 
dirty landlords. Waite’s threat that organ- 
ized bands will resist eviction is not an empty 
menace. A vast number of cases are already 
occurring in the slum districtsgwhere land- 
lords dare not execute writs of eviction. 

Spanish Brigands at Work Near Bilbao. 

The Standard’s correspondent at Madrid 
sends particulars of an outrage perpetrated 
by Spanish brigands near Bilbao. Nine rob- 
bers, armed with rifles, pistols, and knives, 
went to the house of Sefior Sandiaga, a con- 
tractor building a railway from Bilbao to Lez- 
ama, and demanded wine. This being refused 
them and the master of the house being ab- 
sent: they gagged and bound the wife and 
niece of Senor Sandiaga and awaited his re- 
turn. Wher he returned home the brigands 
beat him unmercifully, severely injuring both 
his eyes, and robbed him of $1,000 which he 
had brought with him to pay his workmen. 
Then, having stripped the house of everything 
of value, they decamped. 

Lowther Suggests a Sliding Scale. 

James Lowther, who will be Chairman of the 
coming agricultural conference, has written 
a letter to the farmers in Kent in regard to 
the advocacy by the fair traders of a duty 
upon grain. He suggests the adoption of a 
sliding scale tariff that shall cease to be levied 
upon the necessaries of life directly the home 
production yields a profit, and the giving of a 
preferential tariff to grain from the British 
eolonies.

SPAIN’S FINANCIAL EMBARRASSMENT. 


It Is Not Unlikely Payment of Interest on 
National Debt May Be Suspended, 

Paris, Nov. 21.— The Banque de Paris et do 
Ray has advanced the Spanish Government 
another 25,000,000 francs. This makes 75,000,- 
000 francs advanced by the bank. In loaning 
the money the bank imposes a condition that 
the Cortes meet in the beginning of Decem- 
ber and authorize the government to raise a 
large loan, part of which shall be used to 
repay the bank. The Spanish Opposition is 
organizing to compel a full discussion of the 
financial embarrassment and to gre the 
Ministers from rushing a loan bill through. 
If the debate is protracted it may end in the 
suspension of the payment of interest on the 
national debt, the Rothschilds poring already 
declined to advance more money. They are 
now clamormg forthe payment of advances 
made by them. It is estimated that 4,000,000,000 
francs in Spanish securities are held in France. 
Spanish bankruptcy, coming on topof the 
collapse of the Panama Canal company, wouid 
be a heavy blow to French industry. 

Gen. Dodds Said to Have Entered Abomey. 


A dispatch from Porto Novo reports that 
the French troops have entered Abomey, the 
Capital of Dahomey, without meeting with any 
opposition. King Behanziu has vanished and 
the French are in full ession of the capital.

HALF A MILLION DOLLARS FoR NEW 
YORK’S NEW CATHEDRAL,

It Is Said to Have Been Placed in Bishop 
Potter’s Hands—At Any Rate the Dona- 
tien Is an Assured Fact—Arraignment 
of the Inmates of the Fence Shows 
That One of Them Is the Daughter of a 
Confederate General—Sociéty Adjourns 
te a Police Court. | 


New Yorx, Nov. 21.—[Special.]—It is ro- 
ported on good authority that an individual, 
whose identity is for the present concealed, 
has signified to Bishop Henry C. Potter his 
intention of donating $500,000 toward the fund 
for the building of the new Protestant 
Episcopal Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine. It is asserted further that 
the money is even now in Bishop Potter’s 
custody, but it may be that this is assuming 
too mach. At any rate all the indications 
point to the substantial truth of report, 
and it is probably only a question of a few 
days before all the details of this magnificent 
gift will be made public. 

It is also claimed that the giver of this 
princely sum is a well-known and wealthy 
New. Yorker ana one high in the council of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. 

The trustees of the new cathedral are Bishop 
Potter, the Rev. Dr. W. R. Huntington, recter 
of Grace Church; Dr. David M. Greer, George 
MacCaulloch Miller, Stephen P. Nash, Cor- 
netius Vanderbilt, and J. Roosevelt Roose- 
velt, These gentlemen were ndt inclined. to 
day to talk on the subject of the reported gift 
to the cathedral fund. When compieted the 
cathedral will be the largest and most im- 
posing church in this country. Its length will 
be 520 feet and ita central spire will be 440 
feet high. The front of the structure 
will face. west, the choir looking toward the 
east. Two of four towers which will flank 
the central spire will adjoin the choir at its 
western corners, but only the northern one 
will be built with the choir. It will take, 
after the completion of the choir, twelve years 
to finish the work on the cathedral proper. 


WOMEN CAUGHT IN A FENCE RAID. 


One of Them Said to Be the Daughter of a 
Confederate General, 

New Yorx, Nov. 21.— [Special. I—Of the 
crooks arrested at the big thieves’ fence,“ 
No. 428 Sixth avenue, seven have been re- 
manded. They are Charles Seaton, Thomas 
Ward, Henry Lang, alias “ Hymey,” Edward 
Devine, Dr. George C. Bliss, Sarah E. Byrne, 
and Lilhan Stevens. Several of the men are 
ex-convicts. The two women have a particu- 
larly interesting history. 

Mrs. Sarah E. Byrne is the widow of a phy- 
sician who was well known during his lifetime 
and had a large practice in this city. She is 
said to belong to quite a well-known family. 
Her downfall, the people say, is due to her as- 
sociation with Dr.“ Bliss, whose character, 
it is said, she did not know when their inti- 
macy began. 

Lillian Stevens, the other woman prisoner, 
is only slightly known to the police. So far 
as can be learned she was never arrested be- 
fore. The police have known her only a few 
months as the colnpanion of a thief named 
„Cal,“ for whom they are now looking. 
When arraigned in court this morning she 
was dre in a neatly fitting dark 
blue broadcloth tailor-made costume that 
fitted her perfectly. She also wore a sealskin 
sacque. Her dress was caught at the throat 
by a handsome breastpin, portrait of some 
member of the family set in pearls. It was 
evident she feit the disgrace of her arrest 
keenly. She cried bitterly when brought be- 
fore the Justice. She is said to 
be the daughter of a prominent 
General who was in the Confederate 
army, and sto have been educated in a con- 
vent in Baltimore. She eloped with the cash- 
ier of a New Orleans cotton brokerage firm, 
who afterward became a defaulter and fugi- 
tive from justice. She stuck to him and fol- 
lowed him here. After mustreating her 
for some time, he Geserted her. She con- 
tracted the habit of opium-smoking, and in 
an “opium joint” she made the acquaint- 
ance of the “ crook” with whom she is now 
said to be living. She is an aristocratic-look- 
ing woman, with light hair and eyes. She is 
28 years old, and shows plainly ghe effects of 
the opium habit. 

Through her counsel, Lawyer Levy, Lillian 
Stevens today said that her name was Annie 
Stewart and that she was a daughter of the 
Confederate Gen, James Stewart and a niece 
of Quantrel, the famous Southern guerrilla. 
She claims to have been born in the South 
and to have received her education in the Con- 
vent of the Sacret Heart at Atlanta, Ga. She 
was married inst the wishes of her parents 
and went with her husband to New Orleans, 
where he embezzled a sum of money from his 
employers and ran away. Then she met a 
thief named Cal“ Stewart and they came 
to New York together. 


SAMPLE OF NEW YORK. LEGISLATION, 


Once in a While the Curtain Rises and 
Glimpses Are Had Behind the Scenes. 
New York, Nov. 21.— By direction of Judge 
Gildersleeve a jury in the Superior Court to- 
day found a verdict for $7,010 in a suit 
brought Ly Robert W. Millbank against Mor- 
gan Jones to recover $5,000 with interest from 
i866. Mr. Jones was at one time a member 
of Congress and of the Board of Aldermen. 
Although not in office in 1866 he was regarded 
as a leading power behind the throne in mu- 
nicipal politics, 

When Mr. Millbank organized the People’s 
Gas Light company and tried to get a con- 
tract for lighting the streets he was advised to 
lace a sum of money in Mr. Jones', hands be- 
ore submitting his application to the Boards 
of Aldermen and Councilmen. He says he hand. 
ed Mr. Jones $5,000 in cash and 250 shares of gas 
stock of the par value of $100 each, with the 
stipulation that the resolution should be passed 
by the two boards before July 10, 1866. The 
resolution was passed, but it was promptly 
vetoed by the Mayor. Mr. Millbank brought 
suit against Mr. Jones to recover the money 
and the case was tried before Jadge O0 Gor- 
man in 1888, 

Mr. Jones bluntly testified that he had re- 
ceived the money as a lobbyist and that he 
had seen each member of the boards pri- 
vately and urged all to. vote for the meas- 
ure. The result of the trial m 1888 
was a verdict in Mr. Jones“ favor, 
On appeal this verdict. was set aside and 
Judge Gildersleeve ruled today that no valid 
defense had been made in the answer and re- 
fused to admit testimony to show that the 
money was paid for lobbying. He directed 
the jury to find in Mr. Millbank’s favor.

PETERS WAY TO STOP EMPLOYER- 
EMPLOYE TROUBLES. 


The Senator Thinks the Investigating Com- 
mittee May Recommend a Cessation of 
Prosecutions at Homestead—The Agi- 
tator Should Be Extinguished and the 
Idea of Force in Disputes Abolished— 
Critchlow Attempting to Prove an Alibi 

in the Homestead Trial. 

“TI believe the Senate committee investi- 
gating tne relations between employers and 
employés, which completed its work so far as 
Chicago is concerned today, will make some 
recommendations with regard to bringing 
about a termination of the struggle so far as 
the portiop in connection with prosecutions is 
concerned,” said Senator Peffer, one of the 
committee, yesterday. “ To continue these 

will only embitter feeling all 
round, and Senator Gallinger and myself are 

BO in accord on the subject that I 

think we shall report somewhat on the lines 

I have indicated. 

“The idea of force must be eliminated 
from our political system as much as possi- 
ble. It isthe dangerous element, and the 
sooner we get rid of it the better. We must 

remove all those irritating causes which breed 
conflicts between the worker and his employ- 
ers. Thistestimony shows what we have all 
known before that the employment of armed 
bands of men is exasperating to those against 
whom they are sent. The occurrences at 

Homestead show how intense is the feeling of 

exasperation from the circumstances which I 

have mentioned. Men and women are driven 

mad by bringing in those who are not author* 
med by law to interfere in any dispute. Whetb- 
er the committee will report in favor of any 
bill on the subject or not I cannot tell. But if 
it does not then I shall draft a bill myself so 
as to keep the question fresh before the pub- 
lic. I cannot go into details concerning that 
bill. 1 have the general idea planned out. In 
brief, its object will be to establish some ma- 


chi by which those things which I have 
— 4 being desirable can be carried 


out. 
Said Senator Gallinger: Congress would 
have no power to put into force a bill forbid- 


dug the employment of armed men in vari- 


ous States. It can, however, I think, prevent 
their being sent from State to State. It can 
also niake a recommendation to the States to 
the laws necessary to do away with such 
orces in those States. Probably something 
of this nature will be done.“ 
“For the rest, continued Senator Peffer 
4 he first result of our labors will. be to call 
the general attention of the people to the 
whole subject of the relations between capital 
and labor. It will arouse the thinking people 
nil over the country who will help us with 
their own ay ome pe and thus aid us in the 
solution of a difficult question—the adjustment 
of differences between employer and worker. 
There is one subjoct upon which we have to 
congratulate ourselves. The workingmen 
whom. we have examined are all of them most 
moderate in their ideas as to their own rights. 
Of all the witnesses called only two seemed to 
have been at all radical in their views. I have 
been very much pleased to observe the vein 
of conservatism and conciliation and respect 
for the lawrunning through the entire testi- 
mony: I cannot say whether the committee 
will any sort of legislation. 
f As a committee and as individual mem- 
bers we see that the thing to be done is to get 
the employer and employé into closer rela- 
tions with each other. We must try to get 
them as friends, not as enemies. We 
must do away with this suspicion that now 
unfortunately exists between them and that 
will involve the extinction of the professional 


agitator. 

Public attention must be directed to this 
point. By that means we shall have sug- 
gestions from one another. We can then put 
our heads together and find some practical, 
sensible, and permanent adjustment of the 
relations between capital and labor.“
